A. City of San Diego Council District 4 - Eric Henson: CM Montgomery-Steppe 
joined and thanked.

Additional rental assistance was approved. Received $92M in federal funds 
and SDHC is handling the process.

B. City of San Diego Council District 8 - Eddie Padilla: Tomorrow City Council 
votes to implement the Climate Equity Fund which will be used to address 
inequity in infrastructure. It is Item-332 and the meeting starts at 2pm. Asks 
people to call in and if anyone needs a script, Eddie will send. March 20th 
starting at 9am CM Moreno is sponsoring clean up event with dumpsters in 
Stockton at 529 33rd Street. They will continue to do these clean ups. Council 
will be hearing drafted regulations for street vendors and CM Moreno will not 
be supportive of the regulations because she believes it criminalizes and 
penalizes the street vendors who are a vital part of our district. Update on 
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parks: Island Ave, J Street, Gamma mini parks are fully funded and almost 
complete, Clay Street Mini Park needs $650,000 to complete, Sherman 
playground is fully funded and the contractor was just chosen. They are also 
working with Friends of Villa Montezuma on an MOU to operate the Villa 
Montezuma. 

C. City of Can Diego Council District 9 - Martha Zapata: The City Council volted 
8-1 to approve the short term rental ordinance and the second hearing will 
take place this summer. Elo-Rivera is asking for more oversight. CM Elo-
Rivera submitted a memo to the Mayor outlining his priorities for the gas and 
electric franchise agreements.
